CHICAGO, July 1. Wheat shot upward

to-da- y nearly oc a bushel. Mouth)' deliv-
eries accomplished without disaster, export
clearance! ot two million bushels within
three days, backed up by the calling to-

gether of Congress, seemed to restore con-li- d

en co and give the market a buoyancy to
which it had been a stranger for a week.
The great July delivery to-do- y, not with-staudi- ng

widespread apprehension, passed
serenely. The greatest anxiety was direct-
ed towards wheat, and, although seven
million bushels or more of the sixteen
million bushels of contraot wheat was sent
around, no one was seen running away
from it; in fact tho bulk of it lauded back
into the same strong hands which sent it
forth. This lifted a load from tho r pirits
of the speculators.

Thero was also a prospective vision of
tho great weight of the silver problem be-

ing lifted from tho shoulders of a long
Buttering husineia community which had a
far more stimulating etiect. The calling of
an extra session of Congress to consider
the financial situation seemed like a soak-
ing raiu ou u parched country. It had an
immediate revivifying etiect. Wheat felt
it at ouce and opened lc higher for July
and at Mjc advance forSeptember. That
was only the beginning of a more decided
rise, and as the market was coming to a
close the advance reached 278C for July undlc for September, compared with Friday 'a
closing ligures. The latest . trading
was strong, as at tho opening of the day.
Tho week's clearances from both coasts of
wheat andnonr wero the largest of the
crop year. They amounted to 3.071.000
bushels, compared with 3,21'),000 bushels
a year ago. The exports from the At-
lantio seaboard reported to-da- y amount-
ed to about 700,000 bushels. -- Cables show
some appreciation of the advance here,
and the reports concerning tho spring
wheat prospects were very discouraging.
Those were the main features of the day's
news on the bull side. The peri contra
items were some failures reported and
stoppage of the Joliet steel works and also
the absence of buying orders lor wheat at
working limits.

There are some peculiar features In the
deliveries. In many cades deliveries were
made by large houses so as to effect settle-
ments on contracts, and then the wheat
was taken back far carrying profits. The
Cudahys. through Eggleston. delivered out
a large line of wheat. Of all the whole ud.

Armour took perhaps two-third- s.

A queer freak in the trade was
Fardridgo taking 500,000 busbels as a car-
rier.

Corn was moderaueley active. Deliveries
on Jaly contraot wore not as large as had
been looked for, and at the opening there
was a good many buying orders for July at
the spread between July and September,
there being SUo difference at tho atari,
and later narrowed to 2c. The ac-
tion of wheat also helped the
price. Opening trades were at VOVo
advance and under a good demand July ad-
vanced 0?4cwnile September sold up but

i80, reacting later HOc, ruled firmer,
and at the olose July had gained lUOlo
and September aijOM:c.

Iu oats there was a iair trade and a
stronger feeling, prioes advancing for
July and Uc for September, and closed
steady, with a net gain of 3so on July and
Uo on September. -

Provisions felt the effect of heavy deliv-
eries in July contracts and big hogreoeipts.

class of people the freaks of nature.
There have been monsters in all times, bnt
it was not until the museum manager ap-
pealed that deformities began to have a
commercial value and human freaks of
nature were raised to the dignity of a pro-

fessional class.
The merit of the freak is his singularity.

A commonplace monster, like the fat lady
and the Circassian girl, is a drug in the
market now. The business is suffering
from overproduction. The tattoed mau
business has been sadly overdone, too. and
even the tattoed lady with her plump
calves exposed to the publio gaze is do
longer a drawing card.

A great mauy pleasant and interesting
things have been eaid by the side-sho- w

lecturers and the museum men about these"
freaks most of which have been untrue
to cover with the embellishments of pict-
uresque narrative the deficiencies of the
freaks thernsolves. The real story of tho
lives of these strange people is often very
different from the story that is given to the
world, bnt often It is quite as interesting.
The fat lady has her private griefs and the
midget has her love atFairs. The skeleton
i sometimes the father of a family and the
Circassian neauty is frequently a llirt and
marrif d at that.

The most famous fat woman that ever
lived was undoubtedly the negress Big
"Winnie. She weighed 623 pounds ner, and
that is more than any other woman who
hssret appeared in a museum n. weighed.
When she was on exhibition in Ueirotr,
seven years ago. she made a tremendous
sensation nnd drew a salary for hr mun-ag- er

of ?G0 a week. Big Winnie came
from some plaoein Ohio. A Chicago ihuhh-vi- m

started in by giving her o0 a week, and
than by a series of clever advertisements
that net the whole city talking. tby
succeeded in making her one
of the most remarkable attractions
ever put on exhibition. .Meanwhile Win-
nie's manager began to raise the price of
his exhibit, each succeeding week de-
manding a 1 artier and larger salary, until
Winnie was drawing S7-- 5 a week. Un-
fortunately, just at the height of her ca-
reer this fat woman died. e

Hannah Battersby vas one of the most
famous fat women ever on exhibition. She
was a very large woman, and she had the
advantage of a pretty face, which' is al-
ways of commercial value to a freak. She
was a quiet, abstemious person, and in
her long career managed to accumulate a
considerable fortune. She was very fond
of diamonds, and wore immense quantities
of jewelry. She naa been dead some tive or
six years now.

giautess. Anotner is Mile. Josephine, a
girl fourteen years old.

'TIIK USS1FIKD MAN.
The most remarkable freak of nature

that ever lived was undoubtedly Jona-
than Bass, the ossstied mun. who died a
few years ago in Pittsburg. Jonathan
Bass was blind and his limbs were petri-
fied. He could not open his mouth, but
bad to be fed with a spoon, yet ho retained
all of his mental faculties, was a garrulous
old chap, fond of telling stories and of
bearing others tell them. His man-atc- er

used to tuke him oil" the
couch and stand him up against the
Wall like a piece of board, and Bass would
talk to the people b? the hour. He was al-
ways quite couteuted, but, exceedingly
loud of money. Though he had not seen a
piece of money for twenty ymrs. and could
not tell how it felt, he complained bitterly
if his manager spent mure than 15 cents tor
a meal. He hoarded every cent that be-

longed to him. He used to get $100 a week,
wliiio his mauager not gotMj. liy and by
Bass made up his mind that his manager
was getting too much, and he started out
under his own management. He failed
utterly because neither honor the men he
employed understood the business of ad-
vertising, it is said that one time a doctor
came to Bass and ottered to cure him of his
ailment, but Mass was frightened nnd did
not want to be cured.

One of the most popular freaks is Charlie
Ftewart, known as the handles artist. He
naa neither bauds nor feet, but has man-
aged to acquire considerable skill in paint-
ing with the stub of his arms. He has
been in the business a great many jears,
is a pleasant and entertaining talker, full
of reminiscensos of the show business, is
quito proud of his acquaintance with all
the famous ireaks tb.it have
ever been on exhibition. Ono
amnsinu incident of Stewart's career is re-
lated by Charles Williams, of Wonderland.
In one of tho old Bowery museums, some
truoreievenyearsago.it was tue custom
for tho mrnagement to provide rooms for
the freaks on the top floor of the building.

Australian Bob. who was in cn.irge of
Cnarlie and Oscar, the famous Zulu
Chiefs. At the same tune Tom
uiid Hattie. the Australian and Turlutu,
the giant and Stewart were all sleeping in
the museum. It happened that Australian
Bob cam home a little the worne for drink
one uight, and by mistake got ii.to the
room o! the giant Turlutu.
